The suggestions I do have are as 
follows i 

You might wish to point out the Michigan notes which were al- 
tered into notes of other banks. I have a number of these and 
have noted certain ones on your list. I believe that is nuraiF- 
matically interesting. If you want the details as to what the 
other banks are I will be glad to give that to you. 

I al 3 o believe that there should be a list of scrip notes of 
Michigan as you have some indicated on the list issued by rail- 
roads but there should be others. It might also be valuable 
for you to indicate which notes were counterfeited and that 
could be obtained from the various Counterfeit Reporters. 

I also noticed, in checking from Michigan information, that 
there is State scrip payable at the Treasurer’s Office around 
18U3 and I am wondering whether that should be included in your 
work. 

Perhaps the matter of the State scrip can be determined from 
the statutes if you do not have specimens in your collection.
